In 
connection with the latter subject a few words 
are said concerning church properties and 
church debts. It says: 

The manr er of holding legal title to these prop- 
erties is different in different places, according to 
requirements Of the local civil laws; but whether 
the title be held by the bishop, or by boards of 
diocesan or parish trustees, it always remains true 
that the properties are held in trust for the church 
for the bencfit of the people. In the discharge of 
the duty of buying a building, it often becomes 
necessaly to contract church debts. Where the 
multiplication of Catholic population has been so 
rapid, rapid work had to be done in erecting 
churches and schools, and if, under such circum 
stances the pastors hadto wait till all the funds 
were in hand before beginning the work, 
a generation would «e left without 
the necessary spiritual aids, and might be iost to 
the church and to God. Thecouncil fully appre- 
ciates the necessity ef preventing debt whenever 
possible, but recognizes the fact that it is some- 
times necessary, and expresses the earnest wish 
that existing debts shonld be liquidated as soon as 
possible, in order that the moncy now consumed 
in paying interest might be employed in the great 
improvements still to be made, and especially in 
helping in the glorious work of Christian educa- 
tions. 

Upon the question of marriage, the letter 
says: ‘‘Though the church sometimes per- 
mits the contraction of mixed marriages, she 
never does so without regret and without feel- 
ing of anxiety for the future happiness of that 
union, and for the eternal salva- 
tion of its fruit.

valid. In common with all Christian believers 
and friends of eivilization, we deplore the 
havoc wrought by the divorce laws of. our 
country. These laws are fast loosening foun- 
dations of society, 

The letter further treats of the wecessity of 
maintainingthe bond of home authority; the 
eucouragement of Christian as against pagan 
education; the advancement of Christian 
civilization and declairs that if religion is taken 
away from the people morality would goon 
leave likewise, and physical degeneracy 
would follow. <A civilization without religion 
would be civilization of “the struggle for ex- 
istence, andthe survival of the fittest,” in 
which cunning and strength would become 
substitute for principal, virtue, conscience and 
duty. The letter is exhaustive in its treat- 
ment of this subject, and concludes by con 
gratulating the church in America upon its 
present and future.

THE PURSUIT 


A Lively Chase Through Two States for a 
Murderer. 

BAINBRIDGE, Ga., December"l1.—In in interview 
to-day with Levi F. Burkitt, sheriff of our county, 
relating to therecent murder of Stephen Godwin, 
Mrs. Gregory and son, of Mitchell county, and 
the capture of the perpetraters of the horribie 
crime, he said: 

Wednesday past, Alexander Godwin, brother of 
Stephen, arrived here,informed me of the murder; 
that be had tracked the murderers to within four 
miles of this place, then lost the trail and wished 
me to aid him in catching them. I made dilligent 
search at point when trail was lost. None could 
be found. Attwoo’clock at night heard parties 
answering their description and going towards 
Tallabassee,Fla., went in pursuit, got them, found 
I was on wrong track. Returned up Flint river 
diligently inquiring at every town and farm. 

ON THE RIGHT TRAIL. 

Got to Blakely, Ga. TherelI learned from Orii- 
nary Jones that negroes answering the description 
of the murderers had sold a horse and buggy, like 
those taken from the murdered Godwin, to W. W. 
McKinnon, of Clay county. Went there with 
brother of Godwin’s, who recognized the horse 
and buggy. It was given up. Godwin returned 
with it to Mitchell. I took Mr. McKinnon, who 
willingly—being one of Clay’s best citizens— 
agreed to go with me in further 
pursuit, and identify the man who sold him the 
buggy. He went to Cuthbert, found the parties 
had gone to Eufaula, Ala, Went there, and after 
searching forty-eight hours, discovered they had 
gone to Columbus.

Chattanooga Times: There were no new de- 
velopments yesterday in the reduction in the 
freight rates from the west to Chattanooga. 
The announcement in yesterday’s Times that 
Chattanooga had been placed on the same 
basis as Memphis was received with much sat~« 
isfaction by the business men. They can 
now successfully compete with Mem- 
phis and Nashville for south- 
ern business. The East Tennessee 
and Western and Atlantictrailroads have agreed 
on a reduction to go into effect at once from 
Chattanooga to Atlanta, Savannah, Macon and 
Charleston on flour, grain and meats. The 
rate to Atlanta is as follows: Meats 12 cents 
per hundred, former rate 22 cents; flour 7 
cents per hundred, former rate 12 cents; grain 
6 cents per hundred, former rate 11 cents. 
Rates to other points mentioned will bea pro 
rata of the above.

Will It Cause a Kate War? 

A Cincinnatispecial says: ‘‘About two weeks 
ago the Queen and Crescent people made a re- 
duction of three cents per hundred on flour, 
grain and meats to Atlanta territory. This 
reduction was made for the purpose of com- 
peting with the lines from Memphis, they 
having been allowed a differential of five cents 
per hundred under an assignment made by the 
roads in the Southern railway and steam- 
ship association on freights originating 
in the west and destined for 
points in the southeast. The reduction made 
by the Queen and Crescent was met by the 
Louisville and Nashville people at once. A 
further reduction of three cents per hundred 
was then made by the Queen and Crescent, 
which was also met by the Louisville and 
Nashville. Last Wednesday the Louisville 
and Nashville met a reduction ef six cents per 
hundred on flour, grain and meats tothe 
Montgomery territory, which had been made 
by the Queen and Crescent. 

“Tt looks very much at present as though a 
war on rates to Green Line points would be the 
result, as the Missouri Pacific people have met 
the reduction made by the Vincinnati, New 
Orleans and Texas Pacific and Louisville and 
Nashville by making a reduction of six cents 
per hundred from St. Louis to all Green Line 
points. Up to yesterday, however, none of the 
roads had made any furtheg cuts. 

“The East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
has met the cuts made here, and, as a conse- 
quence, the rates from Memphis to Atlanta 
territory, or rather to Chattanooga, on grain, 
is now but eight cents, being thirteen from 
here. The differential of five cents was al- 
lowed in favor of Memphis before the Kansas 
City, Fort Scott and Gulf road was completed, 
and when a@ large quantity of freight was 
taken to Memphis via St. Louis, and then 
down theriver. Now that the road referred 
to is completed, the Queen and Crescent peo- 
ple think that Memphis is not entitled to a 
five-cent differential over Ohio river points, 
and thus be allowed to almost monopolize the 
business.”

From the Charlotte Observer. 

The Richmond and Danville system of rail- 
roads is now one of the largest aggregations of 
corporate interests that exists in the United 
States. We have no means of knowing how 
much*wealth the company represents, but we 
know that it represents a continuous line of 
railroad from Washington city to Atlanta, aud 
possibly beyond, through the Georgia Pacific 
railroad, and the Salem road, the Western 
North Carolina railroad, the Richmond and 
West Roint Terminal and perhaps other com- 
panies. 

The system to-day stands a monument to 
Colonel Buford’s brain, his energy and his 
skill. North Carolina has produced two great 
railroad men—Alex Andrews and A.§ Buford. 
Colonel Buford has been at the head to con- 
ceive, while Andrews has been on the field to 
execute. It is of Buford we would write to- 
day. 

At the close of the war Colonel Buford, a 
young arid comparatively inexperienced man, 
was elected president of the Rtchmond and 
Danville railread--then a simple line of rail- 
way between Richmond and Danville. We 
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. believe he defeated General Joseph E. John- 


son. who was a candidate for the posi- 
tion. The road and machinery was 
worn out and encumbered with a 
large debt. The Piedmont Line (the connect- 
ing link between the North Carolina and Vir- 
ginia systems— between Greensboro and Dan- 
ville) which was mainly built by the Rich- 
mond and Danville railroad compauy, was 
seized by the governmentas the property of 
the confederate states. Colonel Buford, by his 
skill and indomitable energy, arranged the 
debt of his company, got possession of the 
Piedmont road, made the connection with the 
North Carolina system, and then leased the 
North Carolina railroad for hir- 
ty years. When this was ac- 
complished he at once looked for more 
and longer lines, and better counections. He 
is and was the originator and_ builder of the 
Charlotte and Atlanta Air-Line, and through 
his influence the Charlotte, Columbia and Au- 
gusta and the Atlantic, Tennessee and Ohio 
railroads were leased; the Salem road was 
built, and more recently the Western North 
Carolina and the Georgia Pacific railroads, and 
control of the Virginia Midland railroads was 
eecured. 

In 1865 Colonel Buford’s little line was bank- 
rupt and without connections. To-day it is 
one of the great corporations of the continent. 
What railroad president can point to such ac- 
complishments, with so little means, in so 
shert a time?

it is generally conceded that there is noth- 
ing more insubstantial than moonshine, It 
is a hig thing, possibly, to the spoony poets, 
or tc the boys and girls whoswing on the 
front gates; but in other respectsit is not 
much of an affair. To the lover of nature, it 
destroys the individuality of night; it takes 
the color out of the flowers, and extracts the 
quality of romance from the mocking-bird’s 
song. 

(‘omparisons are generally feeble and some- 
times odious, but tbere are few reflecting men 
who will not agree with us that the esteemed 
organs that are still engaged in running 
Brother Blaine for the presidency are giving 
their readerg moonshine by the yard, ow, 
there is no more unprofitable business than 
this wholesale manufacture of mrgonshine. 
There are plenty of seriously practical ques- 
tiousthat the disappointed Blaine organs 
might discuss. For instance, there is the 
quention of reyenue reform which has no sort 
of connection with the free trade folly of the 
doctrinaires. Then there isthe question of 
the material progress of the country, 
which presents innumerable phases, 
each of which ought to be_ inviting 
to the journalist in love with his business. 

Bat these things are not attractive to the 
roaring politicians that edit the blaine or- 
gans, These distinguished men are endeay- 
oring to find some recompense-—-some com- 
pensation—in the defeat of their candidate by 
the inauguration ofa howling match. In 
this remarkable chorus, it is not difficult to 
detect the shrill treble of the New York Trib- 

une, the sour sapsandof the Philadelphia 
Press, andthe deep brigandish bass of the 
Cincinnati Commercial! Gazette. It isa very 
queer noise, but we presume it will subside 
aiterawhile. In the very nature of things 
these esteemed editors will be compelled te 
step out after a glass of beer, and then the 
country will have a few moment’s repose. 

Some of our northern contemporaries have 
interpreted recent editorials printed in these 
columns asin some sort a protest against 
the howling chorus; but such an 
interpretation does injustice to our 
intentions. Our protests haye been aimed 
atthe telegraphic and epistolary lies that 
were sent out from the south immediately 
after the election. So far as the howling 
chorus is concerned, we should be less, or 
more, than human if we failed to thoroughly 
enjoy the spectacle. We know thatithe noise 
proceeds from the bowels of discomfort, so to 
speak, and the agony it represents is far from 
displeasing. It is the first time we have had 
an opportunity of seeing the editorial politi- 
clans floundering about and gnashing their 
teeth over a national defeat, and we must be 
permitted to enjoy the sight in our own way 
and somewhat leisurely. 

There is no reason why the moonshine 
factory should not be allowed to grind out its 
insubstantial products without let or hin- 
drance. When Editor Halstead speaks of 
organizing the republican party for a cam- 
paign of opposition, we know it is moon- 
shine he is giving us. The republican party 
has no future save in the imaginations of the 
small-beer politicians. It is without purpose, 
and has been held together for years solely 
by the desire for plunder. The republican 
party is dead, and its equipment is now 
ready to be transferred to some other party 
that shall meet the approval of the leading 
corruptionists. 

When the New York Tribane intimates 
that all progress, all thrift, all industry and 
ail prosperity will come to an end in this 
country under a democratic administration, 
its readers know that iditor Reid is admin- 
isteripg remarkably large doses of moon- 
shine. The progress and prosperity that will 
aitend the management of public affairs by 
a democratic president will be the most sub- 
stantial the country has yet enjoyed, for it 
will reach and cover all sections.

THE NEW TREATIES. 

The new commercial! treaties that the goy- 
ernment has been negotiating are monoton- 
ously unsatisfactory {in the respect that all 
the injuries are inflicted on the south, 
although all the benefits accrue to the 
northern states. Southern products are in 
each case threatened, from the sugar of Lou- 
isiana, the tropical fruits of Florida, the rice 
of Georgia and the Carolinas to the tobacco 
oi Virginia. Every distinctive. southern 
product, except cotton, is exposed by these 
treaties to new competition and lower prices, 
This would not be so bad if there were in the 
treaties compensatingadvantages. But there 
are none. The benefits accrue to the factories 
end shipping interests of the northern states, 
aud not to the interests of the south in any 
considerable degree. They are as one-sided 
sctionally as a jug handle; and it would 
ouly be fair play to postpone a few of them 
until a treaty could be negotiated with some 
other country that would give the south 
some compensating advantages.

The Augusta Chronicle and Constitutionalist 
advocates a modification in the present railroad 
law, and strongly urges the importance and ne- 
cessity to the railroads and the public of leaving 
the rate-making power in the hands of the roads 
with the right of appeal from the rates by the 
public, and a commission clothed with full au- 
thority to change them on complaint, and pre- 
vent extortion and unjust discrimination. 

In an editorial on this subject they have this to 
say in relation to the property leased from the 
Georgia railroad and Banking Company: 


The comwmissfon’s report makes it appear that 
the lease of the Georgia railroad for $600,000 per 
annum represents a dividend of over fourteen 
per cent on the capital stock of the road, which is 
34,200,000, and that this enormoiis dividend 1s made 
and paid year by year in spite of the operations of 
the railroad laws. Let us look into this state- 
ment: 

lbe lease of the Georgia railroad carried with it 
one-third interest in the Atianta and West Point 
railroad, 87 miles; one-half interest in the Western 
road of Alabama, 138 miles; five-eighths interest 
inthe Rome railroad, 20 miles; one-fifth interest 
in the Port Royal and Augusta railroad, 112 miles;

These reductions have been keenly felt by the 
Georgia railroad, and all other railroads in the 
State, and are but a part oj the damaging effects of 
the commission’s work. President Raoul, of the 
Central railroad system, shows that’ but forthe 
returns which he getsfrom the Ocean steamship 
company and railroad property outside of the 
state, his entire system would be jeopardized, so 
that his profits have been left literally between 
wind and water. 

The Chronicle has never opposed the establish- 
ment or continuance of the commission. It is 
satisfied that such a body acting as an arbiter be 
tween the railroads and the public migh. prevent 
unjust discrimination and remoye extortion. 
There are many cases of abuse which might be ad- 
justed ang corgected by such a body acting in such 
aspirit. By them the rates of the railroads could 
be revised whe rever complaint is made, and from 
them the proper proceaure for appeal could be 
supplied. More than this public welfare does not 
require, and further than this public statutes 
should not obtrude, .

Origin of the Horse, 

Subscriber, Greenvelle,S. C. Can you tell me 
anything concerning the origin of the horse? 

It is held by many that the domesticated horse 
with all his yarious characteristics of shape, size, 
and dispesition, has descended from a single wild 
form inbabitine*‘the roof of the world.’’jlts spread 
into recions soremote from its habitat must of itself 
have had considerable influence in producing 
varietal changes. It bas been observed that every- 
where in mountainous regions and in islands the 
horse has dwindled jinto the pony. Iceland and 
Shetland, Corsica and Sardina, the §moun- 
tainous regions of northern Europe, and the 
Cordilleras of America, all possess their native 
ponies. The horse was only introduced into the 
Falkland islands in 1764, yet it has already become 
so greatly deteriorated in size and strength that, 
for hunting the wiid cattle of the islands, horses 
have to be imported from La Plata. This dwarfing 
of the horse in mountainous and insular situa- 
tions is generally attributed to want of nutritious 
or sufficiently varied food. Influential as the con- 
ditions of life may thus have been in modifying 
the horse, it is scarcely possibly to doubt, as Dar- 
win remarks, ‘“‘that the lopg-continued selec- 
tion of qualities serviceable to man has been the 
chief agent in the formation of the several breeds 
of the horse.’’ Rich as prehistoric America ap- 
pearsto have been in horses, they had become 
utterly extinct long before the advent of the 
Spaniard. Their introduction by the settlers led 
ina comparatively short timeto the restocking 
of the entire continent. Straying from their mas- 
ters, Or, as sometimes happened, abandoned by 
them when ae settlement was. broken 
up, the horses took kindly’ to the rich prairies 
and pampas, where they multiplied ex- 
ceedingly. In 15387 they were first landed at Bue- 
nos Ayres, and little more than forty years after- 
wards wild individuals were to be found at the 
straits of Megellan. They scoured the plains in 
vast herds. fome time ago it was learned 
that America was the original home of the horse, 
which had, in the earilest form of which distinct 
remains have been found, four toes and a splint 
bone, the rudiment of the fifth toe. Equine ani- 
mals with three toes on each front leg, and those 
with two toes have left un ecstionablefevidence of 
their existence. inl

Inthe middle and southern portions ot our 
state are |-uhr stone, granite, asbestos, kaolin, 
beloysite, phosphates and marl. Iron, coal 
and marble are being extensively 
mined in the northern portion 
ofthe state. $25,000 worth of machinery are 
now being used to work the marble quarries in 
Pickens county. The committee believes our 
granite and marble quarries are extensive 
and of excellent quality and 
will intnenear future, be much used in the 
construction of public and private buildings, 
monumerts and for statuary purposes. The 
copper ard nickel belt, extending trom North 
Carolina to Alabama,.has been partially de- 
veloped gold veins and deposits have been 
found priucipally in the northeastern part ot 
the state, and are worked extensively in the 
counties ot Union, White, Lumpkin, Dawson 
and Cherokee. Many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars are invested in mines and 
fixtures. Weare assured many of the mines 
are vielding a large oe of profit on the 
capital invested. Within a radius of seven 
miles arcund Dahlonega there are now in run- 
ning order twenty gold quartz crushing mills, 
with an aggregate number of 400 stamps,with 
a capital invested in land, machinery and ap- 
paratus of over $200,000. These mills afford 
employment to several hundred laborers and 
yield large profits on the capital mvested. 
Recent «2nd improved methods have made 
miping one of the leading and 
most profitable industries of the 
state. in 1537 a branch mint was established 
in Dahlenega forthe assay and coinage of 
gold, which continued in operation until 1861, 
when it suspended. During its existence many 
millions of dollars in gold were coined. The 
re-estabtishment of an assay office here would 
give encouragement to mining in that section, 
and save to the producer 5 per cent on the 
value of the gold. The committee remark 
thatthey believe no state in the union pos- 
sesses in a larger degree, the national elements 
of strength than ours. Its genial climate, 
variety of soil, timber, water, 
water power, minerals and metals, are unsur- 
passed. These elements of power, properly 
utilized and developed by an enterprising and 
intelligent population, will soon make Georgia 
not only the empire state of the south but of 
the union.

THE ACTION OL THE COUNCIL, 


Ata meeting of the city council on the 18th o! 
November Alderman Proudfit introduced a_reso- 
lution before the body that the representatives of 
the county be requestedto forward the mayor of 
the city acopy of all such bills before the leg- 
islature relative to its interests before 
they were placed upen final passage, 
except such bills as had been indorsed by the 
council. A copy of the resolution was forwarded 
by the city clerk to Messrs. Gustin, Harris and 
Fart'ett, representatives, and Senator Cabaniss. 
Ata meeting of the council on Tuesday the 2d, 
Alderman Proudfit intreduced aresolution that 
the immediate representatives inthe general as- 
sembly be requested to furnish tothe mayor and 
city council at once a copy of the 
bill pending before the legislature, 
being entitled an act to establish a city court for 
the city of Macon,tbat its contents may be known 
to the public before its passage. The immediate 
representatives were notified of the resolution. 
No bill was sent 

On Monday the following telegram was forward- 
ed Messrs. Gustin, Bartlett, and Harriss, signed§by 
Mayor Corput and Mr’ Geo. 8. Obear, chairman 
of the county commissioners: 

‘There is a generally expressed wish on the part 
of our citizens to have the consideration of the 
bill to organize a city court for Macon, postponed 
until the bill can be published, and time allowed 
to examine its provisions.”’ 

This was sent at 12 
Monday and no answer was received. 
On Tueslay morning a teiegram was 
voluntarily sent these officials by Senator Cabaniss 
informing them that the bill would be deferred_if 
the council wished to be heard, and at the same 
time he asked them to come at once, 

The following telegram ,was then sent: 

SENATOR] CABANISs—We are requested by a 
number of Gur people to urge you to delay furtner 
acuion on the bill creating acitycourt fur Ma- 
con until they can have the amended bil] publish- 
ed and thoroughly examine its provisions.

To this Senator Cabaniss answered: 

‘The bill as amended will be deferred, and the 
delay asked ior had.”’ 

The billin the meantime had been passed by 
the house on Monday afternoon, the tequest of the 
mayor of Macon and the chairman of the county 
commissioners being ignored by the representa- 
tives of the county. At the regular 
council mireeting Tuesday night Mayor 
Corput presented the telegrams and correspond- 
ence before the body. His action in the premises 
as mayor of the city was ratified by it unanimous- 
ly. Aiderman Cox introduced the following reso- 
lution: 

‘*Résolved by the mayor and city ceuncil of 
Macon, That the Hon. T. B. Cabiness, member of 
the senate from this district be requested to have 
deferred the passage of the city court bill for the 
city of Macon until an expression of opinion can 
be had from the people of the city of Macon and 
county of Bibb.*’ 

A copy ofthis resolution was forwarded to Sen- 
ator Cabaniss Saturday night last. The Hon. N; 
FE. Harris brought the bill to the city and on Mon 
day it was handed to Mayor Corput officially. 

On the same day it was passel} by the house. It 
was published for the first time Tuesday morning 
one day after its passace. 

‘That the bill had been thumbed uutil 
threadbare,’’ is not a fact.

Cure for Diphtheria. 

We take from the columns of an exchange the 
following item relative to diphtheria. It is wor- 
thy of preservation, and,in case of necessity, a 
trial of the remedy could certainly do no harm, 
and might be the means of saying life: 

Ruth Lockwood, the nine year old chili of 
Thomas Lockwood, a compositay in the New York 
Times oflice, became violently ill with diphtheria 
alittle while ago. She was so weak that it was 
deemed dangerous to try tracheotomy, or cutting 
open the windpipe. A day or two before, Dr. 
Nichols, of 117 West Washington place, who 
was attending her, received a copy of the Paris 
Figaro, which contained a report made to the 
French Academy of Medicine by Dr. Delthil. Dr. 
Delthil said that the vapors of liquid tar and tur- 
pentine would dissolve the fibriaous exudations 
which choke up the throat in croup and diptheria. 
Dr. Delthii’s process was described. He pours 
equal parts of turpentine and a liquid tar into a 
tin pan or cup and fire to the mixture. A dense, 
resinous smoke arises, which obscures the air of 
theroom. “The patient,’’ Dr. Delthil says, ‘‘im: 
mediately begins to experience relief; the choking 
and rattle stop; the patient falls into a slumber 
and seems to inhale the smoke with pleasure. The 
fibranous membrane soon becomes detached, and 
the patient coughs up microbicides. These, when 
caught in a glass, may beseen to dissolve in the 
smoke. In the course of three days afterward the 
patient entirely recovers.’’ 

Pr. Nichols tried this experiment successfully 
with little Ruth Lockwood. She was lying gasping 
for breath when he visited her. First pouring 
about two tablespoonsfuls of liquified taron an 
iron pan he poured as much turpentine over it 
and set it on fire. The rich, resinous smoke which 
rese to the ceiling was by no means unpleasant. 
As it filled the room the child’s breathing became 
nate, aud as the smoke grew dense she jfell 
asleep, 


The Lost Rivers of Idaho. 
From the Golden Days. 

One of the most singular features in the scenery 
of the territory of Idaho is the occurrence of dark 
rocky chasms, into which creeks and large streams 

uddenly disappear and are never more seen. 

The fissures are old lava channels produced by 
the outside of the mass coolingand forminga 
tube, which, when the fiery stream was exhaust- 
ed. has been left empty, while the roof of the lava 
duct, having at some point fallen in, presents 
there the opening into which the river plunges 
and is lost. 

At one place along the Snake one of these rivers 
appears gushing from a cleit high up in basaltic 
walls, where it leapsa cataractinto the torrent 
below. Where this stream has itsorigin, or at 
what point itis swallowed up,is abso utely an- 
known, although it is believed that its sources are 
a long way up in the north country.

Mr. James Cannon, of Atlanta, Dies in 
Miliedgeville—His Body Brought Home, 
The remains of Mr. James Cannon, of this 

city, who died Saturday last in the insane 

asvium at Milledgeville,reached Atlanta night 
before last and was buried in Oakland ceme- 
tery yesterday morning.» 

Mr. Cannon was commitied to the asylum 
about three years go. Previous to that time 
he was well known in Atlanta, where he had 
resided for many years. Hewas by trade a 
Brass moulder and for years had been§work- 
ing in the Western and Atlantic shops. 
brass moulding has never been a healthy oc- 
cupation and many men have given up their 
lives while following it., About a year 
before being sent to the asylum Mr. Can- 
non was ba y poisoned by the air he was 
compelled to breathe while in his mexenop, 
and tor quite a while it wes thought he would 
die from the eflects. But good nursing and 
careful attention brought Bim through all 
right in body. His mind, however, was gone, 
and as he grew stronger physically his triends 
were grieved to see his reason dethroned. 
Finally, about three years ago, he was com- 
mitted to the asylum, his friends believing 
that his mental powers would be restored, and 
the best medical attention was given him. 
He grew better very slowly. At times his 
mind would be be perfectly clear, and then 
again the heavy clouds would arise. Several 
months ago he was seized with an apoplectic 
fit, and at intervals these fits 
returned and on Saturdey last one of them 
killed him. On Sunday the body was interred 
in the cemetery in Milledgeville, where it re- 
mained until Wednesday, when it was exhum- 
ed and placed in a casket prepartory to being 
brought to Atlanta.
